five or thirty thousand cars which.

He told the evangelist that when his mother 
reprimanded him, he was angered and killed her with a stick of 
wood, and hid the body in the cellar.

on June 10, where a search for the 
owners would be made. 


EXPRESSMAN HAS CLEW. 


Andrew J. Branic, a local ex- 
pressman, today handed the police 
a letter signed, “A. A. Tatum,” the 
same as that on the tag attached to 
the trunk. The letter addressed to 
Branic was dated June 11. 

Inclosed in the letter was an ex- 
press company receipt, showing that 
a trunk had been shipped June 10 
from Detroit to New York, and gave 
the name A. A. Tatum as both send- 
er and récipient. It asked that the 
trunk be removed from the express 
warehouse and be held by ae 
until called for. 

Branic also is said to have is 
nished the police with information 
nvolvng a “Mr. and Mrs. Dorey.” 
These are the same names as re- 
ported yesterday by the Detroit po- 


jee as having occupied an apart- 


ment at 105 Harper street in that 
a few days before the trunk 
was shipped here. 

The Harper street address was 
given on the trunk tag as that of 
Tatum. Branic told detectives that 


in the summer of 1919 a chauffeur, | 


giving the name of “O. J. Wood,” 
left a trunk in his care and six 
months later wrote from Detroit, re- 
questing that it be sent to “T. Le- 
roy,” in care of the Detroit Y.M.C. A. 
Branic said he complied.

GINNERS’ ATTACK ON 
LEVER LAW IS DUE. 


In U. S. District Judge Trippet’s 
feourt tomorrow demurrers to the 
indictment against the Goree-Hart- 
man Gins and the Globe Oil Mill, 
sherging that in violation of the Lev- 
er law an unfair price was charged 
for the ginning of cotton in the Im- 
perial Valley—50 cents per 100 
pounds—will be up for argument. 
William G. Van Pelt will appear for 
the Globe Ol] Mills and Lacien Ear 
for the Goree-Hartman Gins. 

One of the principal points made 
In the demurrer is that the Lever 
law is unconstitutional, in that it is 
discriminatory, providing that cer- 
tain classes and organizations are not 
amenable to it. The statute declares 
that farmers, farmers’ associations 
and the like may not be proceeded 
against as may other individuals and 
corporations. In an opinion handed 
down by U. 8. District Judge Ander- 
son of Indianapolis, the law has 
been pronounced unconstitutional] in 
that regard. Other Federal] judges 
have delivered like opinions. _ 

So far as the local Federal court is 
feoncerned, Judge Bledsoe has de- 
cided the Lever law  constitution- 
al. In the case against Hulett

In this letter 
she expresses her regret that the 
Theater Arts Alliance has not been 
able to carry out the purposes of 
producing annuaily a spiritual dra- 
ma, and of developing a theater art 
center, for which the members’ sub- 
scriptions were solicited.

rate established by those who have 
settled here, is apparent from a re- 
view of the report. That the Federal! 
government takes cognizance of the 
seriousness of ¢he situation is ev!- 
denced by the hearings held in var- 
ious parts of California during the 
past week by the Congressional 
Committee on Immigration. It is 
hoped that the results of these hear- 
ings will be recommendations to 
Congress for legislation curbing the 
invasion of American soil by the 
Japanese.

FISHING INDUSTRY. 

That food fish is a natural re- 
source and in common with the

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THE PEOPLE'S JOB. 


CTUALLY, of course, we, the people, have no one but ourselves to blame 
for most of our political and economic sorrows. So many of us are 
poor managers—poor managers of our governmental affairs, poor 

managers of our politicians and poor managers of our personal affairs. 
We are paying exorbitant prices for a variety of reasons, chiefly because 
so many of us have let up on work and production and raised our standards 
of living. We, the people, are producing less, working less, but without bal- 
-ancing economies and compensating self-denials. We are paying more for 
food, more for clothes, more for pleasures, more for rent, more for service 
and vastly more for taxes; but many of us have not readjusted our expendi- 
tures, pared down our budgets, denied ourselves luxuries or done a large 
number of things which capable and efidient management calls for. Thou- 
sands of people, who were comparatively on Easy street a year or two ago, 
now find their incomes totally inadequate to their needs. It is bitterly hard 
for many of them and the cry of indignation is loud. . 
But loud and bitter indignation, minus reconstructive thought and per- 
sonal responsibility, makes a very meager impression on conditions. It does 
‘give the artful politicians gladsome opportunities for playing upon our emo- 
tions, for making rich promises of relief, for winning our suffrages upon a 
plethora of vain hopes and a complaisant shifting of responsibility. But we 
can t deputize our responsibilities like that. If we want relief, if we want pros- 
perity and plenty, if we want cheaper food and more reasonable clothing, and 
above all, if we want fair taxes and good government, the burden is on our- 
selves individually. The remedy is in our hands and in our hands only. 
Why are we burdened with oppressive taxes? We voted them on our- 
selves. We listened to the glittering rhetoric of the interested politicians and 
went in droves to the polls to vote for any and every costly fad or scheme or 
incyeased administration. It doesn’t matter how extravagant and glamorful 
the dizz¥ expenditure may have been, we were right there ready to indorse it, 
evidently under the impression that someone else would pay the piper. But 
no one else pays the piper—we pay him ourselves at profiteering rates, and 
then we whine. 
We put any kind of men in office to exploit and manipulate these vast 
public moneys, never giving character and ability half the ecrutiny that we 
should consider necessary to a man in our personal employ—and then set up 
a wail about waste and inefficiency. . 
The cost of our multitudinous elections alone is an appalling item—but 
we voted them on ourselves. Rather than take the trouble to select our pub- 
lic officers with discriminating acumen, and seeing to\it that we get the sort of 
men that can be trusted to perform their public duty with the same scrupulous- 
ness that any private concern would demand, wé prefer to waste countless 
' thousands of dollars on initiative petitions and referendums and rush into and 
out of countless expensive mistakes. 

| _ In this republican democracy of ours it is our proud boast that the people 
rule. But. judging from the outcry of public anguish at conditions, we are 
mighty poor rulers. For all the discriminating sagacity we so often evince at 
the polls we might as well have no choice. Many of us can't manage our 
own personal affairs with economic efficiency, much less our government. 
Many of us are strangely lacking in sense of value, both of men and money. 
We; many of us, are lacking in personal responsibility and show a griev- 
ous readiness to shift the burden on to the shoulders of the politicians, all too 
often men who would be incapable of holding a first-class job in any solvent 
pfivate corporation. 

The best remedy for most of our present tribulations is personal and 
public retrenchment, personal and public production, personal and public 
efficiency. Individual responsibility and interest are the solemn duty of all of 
us, politically, economically, industrially, financially. We must work, we must 
economize and retrench and produce, and particularly must we use our intel- 
ligent judgment. | 

None of us, except the profiteers, like profiteering of either labor or cap- 
ital. We don't like short rations and high prices. We don't like burdensome 
taxes. We don't like governmental waste. Yet we are ourselves responsible 
for all these things and it is notable that the least productive citizens, the least 
responsible among us, are always the loudest in their complaints. We moan 
at the high cost of service—and continue to buy much service that we could 
easily perform ourselves. We moan at the high cost of clothing—and con- 
tinue to deck ourselves in extravagant fashions. We moan at the high cost of 
food, but continue to buy with reckless extravagance and do not lift a hand 
to produce more. 

We may as well recognize once and for all that this job of readjusting 
conditions, lowering prices, lowering taxes, is the personal responsibility of 
every one of us. e must not only show a greater discrimination in the selec- 
tion of our public officers, in the voting for appropriations and for fat com- 
missions, and in the countless public expenditures, but we must each and all 
of us readjust our own personal affairs, our own personal labor and produc- 
tiveness, our own personal economies and self-denials.

ee Enforcement This 
Year Results in Many 
Fines Being Psid. 


Strict enforcement of the law 
against leaving fires uncov- 
ered in the national reserve is 
refiected in the unsual num- 
ber of arrests, totalling forty- 
five, made this year, although 
the season is not more than 
half over. Only thirty were 
made last season. Most of the 
offenders pleaded guilty and 
were fined an average of $50 
each.

cheese and ice cream. 

The Japanese government frank- 
ly admits that the low stature of the 
Japanese is the direct result of a 
lack. of butter fats in their diet. To 
remedy this physical defect in the 
coming generation, they are im- 
porting cows that their people may 
become taller. 

The English government is alive 
to the fact that.a certain tribe in In- 
dia has never given a soldier to their 
standing army, as these men do not 
measure up to Great Britain's mili- 
tary requirements. Military experts 
declare that their physical deficien- 
cies are due to the fact that there 
are no dairy products in the section 
occupied by these people. 

During the World War, the cows 
were confiscated by Germans oc- 
cupying French territory. This left 
the French people without milk. The 
after¢war survey showed that 50 per 
cent in the clutch of tuberculosis 
while across the border, the Belgium 
children were almost normal after 
nearly five years of famine. The 
United States government was per- 
mitted to supply milk to Belgium, 
but were forbidden to feed the 
French. We fed a million Belgians 


on scientific rations where quality 
was the first consideration. 
People are influenced in_ their 


eating. not only by their personal 
likes and dislikes but by the price. 
In the city there is a choice of foods 
shipped from the ‘markets of the 
world while country people subsist 
largely upon dairy products, which 
furnish perfectly balanced rations. 

In cities we do not produce foods 
and in the milk problems, the price 
determines the amount used by 
families. According to rational 
food laws, we should buy three 
quarts of milk to one pound of 
meat and the daily consumption per 
person should be one and a half 
more milk than meat. 

Milk at any price is cheaper than 

other foods because there is no waste 
matter in milk. Every drop is as- 
similated by the system and all food 
shauld be purchased upon its stand- 
ard of valué@s and not upon its price. 
Mils contains the necessary prop- 
ertiets the body requires and sup- 
pliek any deficiency of diet. 
There is a tremendous Awaste in 
ordinary foods caused by a lack of 
assimilation and our big problem is, 
not how much does our food cost 
but how mtich does our body use of 
what we eat. 
We get more for our money” tn 
buying milk than in any other food. 
Wilk is the cheapest, for it is the only 
perfectly-balanced food known to 
the human system. 

Therefore, the milk question is 
worthy of governmental investiga- 
tion and all profiteering should be 
severely punished. But the producer 
is worthy of fair compensation as 
the stock, food, labor and _trans- 
portation are a tremendous problem 
from the hour the heifer is born to 
the moment the milk man delivers 
the sterilized bottles at the door of 
his customer. The cow is in the 
middle of the § road.

pend upon her to strengthen and in- 
crease the stature of their people.

High Humidity Best for Surgery. 

Investigations made in several 
Boston hospitals by Dr. Ellsworth 
Huntingdon seem to indicate that 
for surgical operations the best con- 
rdition of the atmosphere is high/ 
humidity, 80 per cent or more, di- 
rectly after ‘operations, and moder- 
até humidity, about 60 per cent, at a 
temperature of 64 degrees Fahren- 
helt, a few days later: Dr. Hunt- 
ingdon points eut that, if these re- 
sults are accepted, there is no rea- 
son why the optimum conditions of

It is authentically stated that Villa 
has a storehouse of silver and gold 
bullion to the value of more than 
$10,000,000, which: he has collected 
from mine operators from time to 
time during the several years that 
he has been carrying on his free- 
booting campaigns. There are other 
minor revolutionary elements to be 
considered by the new administra- 
tion and the early restoration of 
peace depends altogether on how 
these opposing forces are handled. 

It is shown by the public expres- 
sions of both De la Huerta and Ob- 
regon that they propose to adopt no 
soft measures in dealing with their 
revolutionary enemies. It is real- 
ized, of course, that the success o 
putting down such disturbances o 
the part of the new govertiment o 
pends on its ability to reorganiz 
and equip the army. This can be 
accomplished only at heavy financial 
cost, which still further augments 
the necessity of the De la Huerta ad- 
ministration and its immediate suc- 
cessor obtaining the financial and 
moral support of the United States. 
Otherwise, accomplishment of many 
things that are necessary to stabilize 
and secure to any degree of perma- 
nency the position of that country 
among the nations of the world may 
be a futile undertaking. 

OUTSIDE HELP NEEDED. 

In the minds of the business and/ 
financial leaders, as well as foreign- 
ers who are identified with the ma- 
terial interests ef that country, the 
long revolutionary period, and espe- 
etally the antagonistic attitude of the 
Carranza administration toward 
American and other foreign invest- 
ment interests, have amply proved 
that it is only by financial, business 
and industrial co-operation on the 
part of the people of Mexico with 
those of the United States and other 
countries that economic problems 
which exist there. can be solved.

It is believed by well-informed 
men that both De la Huerta and Ob- 
regon are fully alive as to the neces- 
sity of keeping on the best possible 
terms with all those interests that 
may enter into the future advance 
ment and prosperity of the country 
and its masses of citizenship. 

FEUDAL LAND SYSTEM. 

It has. been asserted by some su- 
perficial students of the Mexican 
situation that the unrest and revolu- 
tionary troubles there are due to the 
feudal system of land ownership. To 
just what extent this is true there is 
no means of knowing. It te tnterest- 
ing to nete, however, that the pri- 
mary cause of the initial revolution 
that was promoted and led by the 
late Francisco Madero, Jr., which 


brought about the overthrow of the 


regime of Porfirio Diaz, had for its 
main purpose the bringing of a free 
balidt to the people. Although that 
revolution was successful and the 
same principle was championed by 
political reformers who came into 
power afterward, it has been found 
practically impossible to yore it into 
effect. 

Diaz declared in an Interview with 
the American correspondent, Jamea 
(‘reelrmnan, in 1908, that he believed 
the time had arrived when the peo- 
ple of Mexico were capable of exer- 
cising free and unrestricted suffrage 
withont government direction or in- 
terference. This made the way open 
for Madero to become a candidate 
for President against Ramon Corral, 
who at that time was Vice-President 
and leader of what was known as the 
Cientifico group. Up to that time no 
one had ventured to become a candl- 
date for President or other political 
office without the consent and sup- 
port of Diaz. 

Madero took Diaz at his word 
when he said there should be a free 
election. With the warming up of 
the campaign, however, Diaz re- 
verted to his old political tactice of 
suppressing free speech and opposi- 
tion candidates. Madero was thrown 
into prison in San Luis Potosi, es- 
caped to the United States, fomented 
a revolution and won in the military 
conflict that ensued. 

TROUBLE EVER PRESENT. 

Since that eventful climax the war 
cloud has hung heavily over the 
country. It was on May 26, 1911, 
that Diaz abdicated the Presidency. 
He was followed by Francisco de la 
Barra, who served as _ provisional 
President until the election and in- 
stallation in office of Madero. 

Madero was assassinated and 
there succeeded him as President for 
a period of only twenty-six minutes 
Pedro Lasctirain, who resigned in 
favor of Victoriano Huerta. Follow- 
ing Huerta came Francisco Carbaijal. 
Next was a brief interval in which 
Franéisco Villa and the late FEmitt- 
ano Zapata sat in the Presidential 
chair, but not officially so. It was 
by defeating Villa that Carranza 
ne into the office of Chief Execu- 

ve. 

Irréspettive of how oppressive up- 
on the 15,000,000 or more of land- 
less Indian natives the present and 
long-existing systern of feudal land 
ownership in the country may be, it 
is certain that the immediate prob- 
lem which confronts Mexico is of a 
political rather “than an 
It is apparent that the 
masses of illiterate citizens are in- 
capable of exercising the free ballot. 
This incapacity is made a still furth- 
er menace to the peace of the coun- 
try by the ease with which the na- 
tive Indian class is led by men who 
are desirous of promoting their own 
political ambitions, even by recourse 
to force of arms if necessary. , 

While the methods practiced by 
Diaz during his thirty-five years of 
absolute control of the affairs of the 
country were those of a dictator the 
light of subsequent events would 
seem to prove the wisdom of his 
policies. Diaz, however, came from 
the military class. He was an en- 
tirely different type of man in early 
training, ancestral traits and en- 
than either De la Huerta 
or Obregon. 

TRAITS OF CENTURIES. 

Another hidden force that is 
largely back of the inherent readi- 
ness of the people of Mexico to set- 
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tle their differences by bloodshed 
rather than peaceful means is the 
racial traits that have come down to 
them through the centuries and 
which had their early basis In the 
tribal wars and sacrificial rites of 
their forefathers. While it is true 
that there is a great difference be- 
tween the various tribes of Indians 
that comprise the bulk of Mexico's 
population, th@y are all practically 
at the merey of the few thousand 
men who occupy positions of politi- 
cal, commercial and industrial lead- 
ership. 

In no other country of the- world 
perhaps are the natives exploited to 
a greater degree than in Mexico. It 
ig that there has been wonderful! 
improvement in this situation during 
the last fifteen to twenty-five years. 
It is also true that this improvement 
has been due largely to the progres- 
sive and humanitarian efforts of 
American and other foreign indus- 
trial interests. This advancement of 
the natives is shown by the better 
wages which they are receiving, 
their improved living conditicns and 
general uplift that has come to them 
in the Tampico region and other 
parts of the country where the in- 
dustries are largely under the con 
trol of foreign interests. 

It has been remarked that had 
Mexico continued under Diaz, or 
some one who would have perpetu- 
ated his protracted period of peace 
and the country’s upbutlding, the 
country's social and economic prob- 
lems would have been solved in a 
natural, peaceful way. In bfinging 
About sbth A restilt the country 
would undoubtedly have been 
Americanized, commercially and in- 
dustrially speaking, but at the same 
time the general enlightenment of 
would have served to 
placé it in strong position ag a self- 
governing nation. 

OLD CHARGES HEARD. 


At the time of Diaz's overthrow 
approximately $1,000,000 of Ameri- 
can capital was invested in Mexico. 
There i# fully this amoynt or more 
of American money atill invested 
there. While there has been a fall- 


ing off in the values of some Amert-' 
can-owned properties, such as mines 
and various kind of manufacturing 
establishments, this decrease has 
been more than made up by addi- 
tional investments in the oil indus- 
try. 

It has been said that but for the 
digcovery of oil in Mexico and the 
rivalry between various foreign con- 
cerns fo obtain more or less of a 
monepoly of that induatry, there 
would have been no revolution at- 
tempted. The old charge that Ma- 
dero'’s revolution was finaneed by 
certain American oil interests may 
still be heard, but the assertion has 
never been backed up with proof. 
This much is known, however, that 
strong political opposition to Diaz 
was organized by American oll in- 
teresis which had ineurred the dis- 
favor of the Diag administration, 
Whether this organization went to 
the extent of lending financial ald to 
the Madero revolution may never be 
known. From that day unt row 
the petroleum industry of Mexico 
has been a very great factor in the 
political affairs of the country. 
FAIR PLAY WANTED. 


With proper encouragement on 
the part of the government, or 
rather with a removal of whatever 
burdensome restrictions it now im- 
poses on the oll industry, the output 
would quickly show an enormous in- 
crease. It is from thia source that 
the largest share of revenue in the 
way of taxes is destined to come to 
the Mexican government for a long 
time to come. It is not suggested 
even by the more avaricioug petro- 
leum operators that they should 
be relleved of just and lawful taxes. 
They are willing to pay such taxes, 
they declare, but they are anxious 
that their property rights shall be 


respected and that neo  retroac- 
tive confiscatory measures, either 
through constitutional or other 


means, be put in force against therm. 

There is no denying the fact that 
the oil production of Mexico, which 
during the current year will exceed 
100,000,000 barrels, must be reck- 
oned with in-establishing the poasi- 
bilities of that country’s political fu- 
ture. It is the enormous wealth al- 
ready represented in this industry 
and that which is still to be added 
that make it a factor in determin- 
ing the success or failure of a na- 
tional administration. 

. CAUSE OF REVOLT. 


No one doubts that Carranza 
would be in pewer and secure in his 
rulership but for his antagonistic at- 
titude toward the foreign ofl inter- 
ests. This does not mean that finan- 
cial support was given the opposing 
elements by the petroleum opera- 
tors. There was created, however, 
an atmosphere of dissatisfaction, of 
criticism on the part of the big 
monted and investment interests that 
gradually spread among the home 
people and was finally crystallized in 
open revolt that brought about the 
overthrow of the Carranza govern- 
ment.

“I've learned to do that uncon- 
aciously, you see,” she stated. “It 
has became a fixed habit to let. my 
eyes wander over the entite horizon 
every few minutes. You would be 
surprised how quickly one can pick 
qh an unfamiliar plume of smoke. 
“You see I have learned to recog- 
nize certain columns of smoke just 
as I recognize certain roofs and 
chimneys and trees. Even behind 
heavy wooded sections I can tell 
whether Sam Burgess or Widow 
Jones is building a fire in the stove 
just by the look of the smoke, and 
because I know that the chimneys 
of their houses are jocated in that 
exact spot.” — 

“Ever lonesome?” 

She smiled. “Well, it does get 
kind of monotonous and dreary 
sometimes, but then there is always 
something new to see.

If Russia could have lived in per- 
fect isolation, the government of the 
Czars might have been perpetuated 
for another hundred years. Science 
and education broke the barriers that 
separated Russia from self-govern- 
ing nations. The masses began to 
learn that the laboring classes of 
ether countries enjoyed rights and 
privileges, which were reserved to 
the aristocracy in Russia. The giant 
who had worked, heretofore, only 
with his muscles began to exercise 
his brain. He sought to shift the bur- 
den of aristocracy from his should- 
ers and the shock to the titled elass- 
es was like the rumbling of the 
earth. 

But the brain of the giant wae still 
undeveloped. He lurched like a sail- 
Ing ship caught in contrary winds 
without a steersman. His brain was 
capable of retention, but not of as- 
similation. Reason failed to keep 
pace with memory. He was at the 
mercy of fanatics, charlatans and 
false prophets. Unable to discrim!i- 
nate hetween what was gold and what 
was dross he fell into the natural 
error of believing that all is gold 
that glitters.

Their reason was not 
sufficiently developed to warn them 
that sincerity is no proof against er- 
ror. 

When discussing wealth, its rro- 
duction, its uses and its abuses, Tol- 
atoi collected, unhappily, more toad- 
stools than mushrooms. The dish he 
prepared was permeated with 
noison that it would have been bet- 
ter for the Russian people to have 
gone hungry than to have partaken 
of stch nourishment. 

Here are a few examples of the! 
Toletoian philosophy which served to! 
‘eanse the Russian proletariat to seek 
ito abolish all capital and to punish 
as ereat criminals its possessors: 
Money is of itself an evil. 
oney representts only a new 
_ form of impersonal slavery in the 
place of the ancient personal slav- 
ery. 

Money is only the possibility of 
exploiting the work of another. 

Riches are the principal cause of 
misery.

Such is the mental food on wh 
the Russians who followed Tolsto 
were nourished. 

Tolstoi was doubtless sincere 
when he taught that if money were 
destroyed crime would cease. Trot- 
zky may have been sincere when he 
proclaimed that “a country without! 
capital will be a country without 
crime.” He has discovered his er- 
ror. but at a fearful price to the 
Russian people. 

Tolstoi taught that “Riches is the 
principle cause of misery;” but if 
he were in Russia today he would 
quickly discover that the lack of 
riches is a great deal worse. 

Tolstol taught that “Taxation is a 
form of servitude.”’ viewing it at its 
worst, and not at its best. It is aj 
form of servitude inescapable under 
civilized government. Marriage is a 
form of servitude, as well as mother- 
hood. It seems incredible that one 
with Tolstoi’s genius, humanitarian- 
ism and lofty idealism should have 
shown such crass ignorance of po- 
litical economy. He saw and de- 
picted the ignorance and the misery 
of the Russian masses; but he mis- 
read the causes and prescribed a 
poison for a remedy. 

Compare the of Tolstot 
with that of Franklin and you will 
soon discover why the American} 
Revolution succeeded while the 
Russian evolution failed. Franklin 
taught that wealth is a blessing, al- 
though often abused. Lincoln ad-

PLAYWRIGHT. 


Such is Now the Double Title 
of Jane Cowl. 


Star Also Retains Her Claim 
to Famed Beauty. 


Relates Early Struggle for 
Place'on Stage.

I wonder who remembers that 
Jane Cowl is considered the most 
beautiful woman on the American 
stage’ I didn't,:for one. Not, at 
least, until her radiant loveliness 
burst upon me the other day when 
she tripped into town ahead of her 
latest play, “Smilin' Through,” 
which opens at the Mason tomorrow 
. sient. and which was written by 
herself and Jane Murtin 

Jane Cowl, beauty, actress—that 
Was what Miss Cow! was, last time 
we saw her, when in the flush of her 
New York success as star of “With- 
in the Law,” she appeared in Moros- 
‘co productions, a few seasons ago, 
creating leading roles in new Moaros- 
co plays preparatory to taking them 
to New York. Now she returns to 
us, Jane Cowl, with the title play- 
wright added to her fame as actress 
and beauty. 

Though it was doubtless her ex- 
traordinary beauty that got the 
managers to. looking dt her at first, 
almost at once she laid her beauty 
laurels away in camphor, allowed 
‘good health and good grooming to 
attend to her attraction, and went to 
work with her clever brains, just 
as hard as if she had been cursed 
with a squint or something. 

So that it’s what's inside Jane 
Cowl’s beautifully shaped head that 
interests us now more than what's 
on the o de of it. 

She is just as lovely as ever, 
though, is Miss Cowl, but with a 
slightly riper

we saw her last. Her willowy 
roundness isn’t a bit less willowy, 
but is just a trifle rounder. 

And she gives you a sense of im- 
mense reserve force, of powerful 
hidden fires, does Miss Cowl. It’s 
not alone that her big brown eyes 
are magnetic, but so many potential- 
ities, both emotional and intellectual 
lie behind them. Led into an ar- 
gument, she reasons well, and some- 
how vou can't help feeling that if 
she hadn't been an actress she 
would have been a lawyer. 


But even in the midst of the most’ 
desperate arguments there is apt to 
be a humorous gleam in the denths 
of her eyes. A’ sort of comedy 
aloofness about her at times, too, as 
i¢ she had some special private in- 
formation of the fact that existence 
is pretty much al! bunk, and some- 
thing of a joke, and that theugh 
everything matters a little, nothing 
matters much. Not that this sense 
of humor has stopped her working 
hard. It has merely kept her from 
taking herself too seriously, and has 
lightened her labors and her dimfi- 
culties with the precious golden.

Regarding her writing of plays, it 
seems that she and Jane Murfin-— 
the two Janes working together— 
have written a number of plays, in- 
cluding “Lilac Time,” ‘Information, 


Please,”’ “Day break” and ‘Smilin’ 
Through,” all. of which have been 
successful. 


And now she and Miss Murfin are 
planning the writing of another 
play, as soon as Miss Cowl returns 
to-Chicago to appear there in 
“Smilin’ Through.” And it was for

atmosphere for this new play that 


she made her recent trip to Lon- 
don. Not that she stayed there as 
long as she wanted to, but since 
her brain makes more revolutions 4 
minute than those of lots of people, 
she did get the idea and the atmos- 
phere she had gone after. 
REGARDING “LILAC TIME.” 
By the way, the writing of “Lilac 
Time,” has an interesting history. 
“It has never been told before,” said 
Miss Cowl. “I was playing in Buf- 
falo, winding up our season in ‘Com- 
mon Clay.’ Mrs. Murfin was in New 
York, all her trunks packed, ready | 
to leave for the West. I called her | 
up on the long distance phone, asked 
her to unpack and wait for me, as 
I would return the next day with a 
story for a play. The next morning 
I arrived in New York and for two 
days we spent our time getting color: 
for the piece—finding out from 
friends who had returned from the 
front just what*’the actual life was 
in the billets, and all that was neces- 
sary for our background. Wednes- 
day we began to write the play, 
and we did not stir from: our rooms 
in the hotel until the following 
Saturday night, when it was finished 
and accepted for production. The 
actua! writing— occupied less than 
four days.” 
Asked whether she preferred ap- 
pearing in her own plays, Miss Cow! 
said she decidedly did not, but the 
simple truth of the matter was that 
she wasnt able to get a play. that 
suited her at the time she wrote the 
first one, “‘Daybreak,.”’ and so she 
took typewriter in hand and in col- 
laboration with Miss Murfin did it. 
In fact Miss Cowl'’s one supreme 
recipe for progress and success is

ahead even after she appeared on the 
stage, and secure a college e.luca- 
tion. She had intended originally to 
go to college, but the old story of 
the family finances prevented. So 
after she began to make a little more 
than enough to live on, she set aside 
a definite amount for education and 
took ‘up courses at Columbia Uni- 


versity. 
“That sounds easy,” said Miss 
Cowl, “but in order to get the real 


value of the lectures it was neces- 
gary to be there on time in the 
morning, listen attentively, transcribe 
the notes on returning home, and 
atudy them. For two years I con- 
tinued on the stage and went up to 
Columbia at the same time, and 
when I was through I had at least 
a more or less thorough groundwork 
philosophy, economics and ad- 
vanced history, while to aid in my 
professional work I also studied the 
drama and literature.”’ 

COLLEGE TRAINING. 
Asked whether she considered a 
college training a help or -a hin- 
drance on the stage, Miss Cow! de- 
clared there ig much to be said Loth 
for and against. “The stage is ex- 
acting in its demands and the most 
essential demand‘of all, pérhaps, ts 
youth,” she said. “Personally I do 
not think a woman should remain on 
the stage after she is 40, unless the 
conditions are very unusual. It is 
well nigh impossible for a woman, 
who looks old to play a youthful 
heroine to the satisfaction of audi- 
ences. They refuse to accept her. 
Four years spent at college take 
away from a girl the four most im- 
portant years from a_ theatrical 
standpoint. Then, again, stage emo- 
tion is made up of three-fourths 
emotion and one-quarter mental res- 
ervation, which acts as a balance in 
order that the emotions shan't be 
carrted too far. College training does 
discipline the mind, but whether. to 
the extent of causing the actress not 
to ‘live’ through a scene depends on 
the individual.”

Where Shirts Grow on Trees. 

In these days of high prices, 
when everything general—and 
shirts {in particular—are so dear, it 
makes one envy the natives of New 
Granada, who are provided with 
ready made shirts free of all charge, 

“The Song of the Shirt” is not ap- 
plicable in Oronoko, which is situ- 
ated on the Cerra Drida slope, New 
Granada, for it is there that the 
natives wear nature’s ready-made 
shirts. No stitches are needed tin 
these shirts, and as they grow they 
are carefully watched until they 
have become large enough to be 
utilized for clothing purposes. 

The marina tree is the wonderful 
shirt-producing palm, it being a 
species of tropical palm, having a 
a thin, fibrous red bark. 

When an Indian wants a shirt, all 
he has to do is to cut off a piece of 
one of these palms, about eighteen 
inches or thereabouts in diameter. He 
next removes the bark, taking par- 
ticular care that he does not cyt, it 
in any way, and thus he now pds- 
sesses a hollow cylinder of flexible 
bark, which somewhat resembles a 
sack without a bottom. 

He next makes a smal! slit in each 
side for his arms to go through, and 
nature’s ready-made shirt, which re-

He knows where he likes to dine, 
and he is vaguely aware of the 
thousand impaipabdie reasons which 
make him like to dine there. He 
knows where the uproariously rich 
dine, though it may he a puszié to 
him te know why they do it. He 
knoWs, too, the names of half 
Goten restaurants which the pro- 
prietors, assisted by com t pub-. 
licity experts, have decided are the 
home and last refuge ~ high 


But there no “best place te 
dine” which, like the highest build- 
ing or the ugliest professional beau- 
ty on the Parisian boards, can be 
confidently pointed out to strangers. 
Still, one would lke to be help- 
ful; and the advance guard of the 
hundreds of thousands of Am@rican 
tourists who would be glad of such 
help is already arriving. Miven the 
most frugal of them havé the ambi- 
tion to eat at least once “A 
French dinner,” cooked and served 
in the authentic French fashion, 
which, it is almost unnecessary to 
gay, has nothing to do with the cos- 


great hotels, either in or 
elsewhere. 

It is obvious that in such ¢stab- 
lighments, no matter whether the 
menu be written in French or 
Choctaw, the management's -only 
problem is to find the lowest com- 
mon, food denominator of all the na- 
tions of the earth. The task i mt 


ito discover what each guest would 


like, but what the smallest number 
of thém will refuse to eat. When a 
méal has been served without a sin-

No sneer against hotels, French, 
American, British or even Bul- 


Good hotels, like good people every- 
where, “behave as such,” and serve 
good food. But that has nothing to 
do with French cooking or the “best 
place to dine” in Paris. -In France 
people sleep in hotels and frequent- 
ly eat there, but they do not “dine.” 

Nearly every Paris hotel serves a 
table @hote meal twice a day, for 


it is generally dull but respectable. 
No one regards it as food im any 
esthetic of the word. 

There are, of course, a number of 
luxurious hotelg that have quite re- 
markably good restaurants attached 
to them which are open to the gen- 
eral public. In all of them, if you 
throw yourself on the mercy of the 
maitre d’hotel, are pretty cer- 
tain to dine well 

ONLY HALF A DOZEN OF THEM. 
But these are not the Pn res- 
taurants of Paris. Of the latter 
there are not more than half @ 
dozen.

TO GROW CEBA 


Fiber of Tree Seen as a Sub- 
stitute for Cotton. 


in Rio Grande Valley. 


Culture Requires Very Small 


Outlay of Money, Time. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

HIDALGO (Tex.) July 18.—Grow- 
ing the ceba tree on a large com- 
mercial scale in the lower Rio 
Grande Valley is to be attempted by 
James Loody, who has just returned 
here from an extended trip through 
the State of Tamaulipas, Mex., which 
he made for the primary purpose of 
investigating the fiber producing 
possibilities of this tree. 

“The ceba tree produces a fiber 
that is longer and of finer quality 
than cotton,” Mr. Loody said. “The 
fiber grows in bolls, the same as cot- 
ton, but one tree will give an annual 
yield of more than one bale of 500 
pounds. The tree is hardy and so 
far as I could discover its product 
is not subject to any insect pest. In 
other words, a bountiful crop may 
be obtained every year. Some of the 
trees that I saw were 75 to 100 
years old, according to the state- 
ments of the old people of the com- 
rmaunities. 

\ INDIFFERENT TO DROUTH. 

x tree is found in Tamaulipas 
and the adjoining States, where it 
thrives, indifferent alike to con- 
tinued rains or long periods of 
drouth, semeingly demanding noth- 
ing for its sustefance more than 
fa of air, sunshine and tropical 

eat. 

“Tip to the present time, so far as 
ia known, the tree has been culti- 
vated solely for shade purposes, but 
I believe that it is destined to be- 
come a great factor in the industrial 
world. The fiber is fine and silky. and 
ean be run into threads by being 
rolled between the fingers. . 

“An acre of the best land is ex- 
vected to produce byt one bale of 
cotton while here we have the pos- 


sibility of an acre of land being 


made to produce twenty bales of 
this fiber since it is estimated that 
twenty trees can be grown to the 
acre. Since the culture of these 
trees would require a very small out- 
lay and since the gathering of Be 
crop would “be much more x- 
pensive than the task of gathering 
a baie of cotton from the fields it 
is evident that the profits would be 
proportionately larcer. 
TREE IS HARDY. 

“The tree is quite hardy. After it 
gets well grounded it needs no more 
irrigation or other attention. Its 
growth is rapid so that it begins to 
bear in about four or five years. It 
thrives only in tropical climate but 
it is thought the tree would flourish 
in Southern Texas about Hidalgo 
‘quite as well as in the State of 
Tamaulipas. 

“This remarkable tree reaches a 
height of some forty feet and is flat 
on top since the main b es ex- 
tend horizontally from the gigantic 
trunk, which is eleven feet in di- 
ameter. From the main limbs in- 
numerable smaller branches extend 
outward, curving ‘slightly upward, 
too. The shade cast by one giant 
tree is big enough to shelter hun-

BARK IS* ROUGH. 
“A peculiarity of the tree is that 


Sithe branches which extend outward 


from the main limbs never rise from 
the top of the limbs but always grow 
outward from the sides of these large 
limbs. The top of the main limbs 
ie rough as the back of a horned 
toad so that a person in attempting 
to walk barefooted on this surface 
would be prickeq as if he were 
walking on the top of an adobe wall 
in Mexico which is studded with bits 
of shattered giass to keep venture- 
some boys from stealing fruit from 
the orchards. 

‘The main branches grow low, so 
that a man of 6 feet in stature can 
reach them easily by extending his 
arms upward at full length. The 
tree does not grow to great height 
and since it spreads out horizontally 
from the trunk, has a fiat top in- 
stead of the usual conical form 
which most trees show. 

“The form of the tree is, how- 
ever, not its only peculiarity. It be- 
gins to blossom early in March, al- 
though it does not boast a single 
leaf at the time. In a short time it 
is covered with thousands of vellow- 
ish-white flowers, which partake of 
the nature of a magnolia blossom, 
although they have not so many pet- 
als and have no perceptible odor. 

“In two or three weeks these fra- 
grant flowers begin to fall off and 
are replaced soon by little green 
bolls which contain the fiber that 
is attracting so much attention at 
present. These bolis grow rapidly 
and when full grown are frqm six 
to eight inches in length, being -two 
or three inches through and eight 
to ten inches in circumference at 
the largest point. 

BOLLS LARGE. 

“The covering of this boll is very 
thick and strong, resembling bark. 
It is divided naturally into four 
parts, which are united at the top. 
This covering or shell falls off short- 
ly after opening and if the boll is 
left on the tree to be tossed about 
by the breezes it attains in a day 
or two the size of a man's head. Lit- 
tle by little its fiber is carried away 
by the wind and floats hther and 
thither, the delight of birds who 
seek it for nest linings, but an an- 
noyance to good housekeepers for 
miles around. 

“The heart of this peculiar tree 
fruit is a mass of seeds. These seeds 
are carried away by the fiber and 
are thus scattered to the four winds 
of the region; yet, strange to relate. 
there is no great forest of these trees 
to be found in any part of the 
tropics. 

PLENTY OF SHADE. 

“In two or three weeks the winds 
have robbed the tree of all its cot- 
ton, and then the leaves begin to 
appear, gradtially clothing the great 
framework of bare branches with a 
wealth of rich, glossy leaves which 
furnish shade for thousands of peo- 
ple and live stock the remainder of 
the year. The tree in full leaf. is 
said to he one of the most beautiful 
specimens of the tropical vegetable 
world. 

“The fruit of this strange tree is 
a fiber of such remarkable fineness 
and beauty as to resemble eiderdown 
more, perhaps, than any other mate- 
rial. it has so far been used by the 
native Indians where it grows only 
for stuffing pillows and coverlets for 
babies, but it may be that their de- 
scendants, children of a broader 
day, will be clothed in soft garments

“One characteristic of the fiber 
will be much to thg advantage of 
the grower, and that is that it can 
be gathered before the shel] opens or 


without in any way proving detri- 
j mental to the product. This will do 
away with any possibility of loss by 
the action of the elements such as is 
suffered frequently by cotton grow- 


ers. 

“It ig thought that a sharp prun 
ing-knife device can be adapted eas- 
ily for gathering this fiber and that 
it can be ginned and baled just as 
the field cotton is prepared for the 
market.”

RACING GAME 
IN BAD WAY. 


French Chamber is Asked to 
Take Hand in Affairs. 


Bookmaking Changed. 


“Crookedness.” 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
PARIS, July §.—So many queer 
looking races, despised outsiders de- 


feating illustrious horses) have been 
uncovered at the metropolitan 
tracks since the opening of the rac- 
ing season that Baron Maurice de 
Rothschild, himself one of the larg- 
est owners in France as well as 
deputy for Pau, has brought the 


matter the attention of the 
French Chamber 

Baron Rothschild has asked 
the Chamber to pass a law for the 
suppression*’of bookmaking in Paris 
and largest cities in France, the 
books to be replaced by Pari-mutuel 
booths in the cities. 

The French government receives 
10 per cent on all moneys taken tn 
at the parimutuel. booths at the 
various tracks. As the amounts 
bet at the different tracks vary from 
5.000,000 to 10,000,000 francs daily 
the French government derives from 
the racing industry a revenue of be- 
tween 500,000 ana 1,000,000 francs 
per day. 

Daron de Rothschild said in the 
French Chamber that more money 
was bet with the books operating in 
Paris each than at the tracks; 
eatimating that 10,000,000 francs per 

v were wagered in the city alone. 

This is a net 
francs a day for the government. Ne 
eharged that several races had been 
run with such flagrant evidence of 
erookedness that had such racing 
heen attempted in England or 
America the ownefs, trainers or 
Jockeys would have been ruled off 
the turf for life. 

Tt has been alleged that the book- 
makers gather in all the city money 
In the forenoon, no bet being ac- 
cepted under any circumstances 
after 1 o'clock. This gives them 
ample time to journey to the race 
track and, if they find that they are 
overloaded on any one horse and 
stand to lose too much, to use a lit- 
tle persuasion on the jockey piloting 
the animal. 

Jockey Brethet has just been ruled 
| off for life. He was up on Zizanie 
Il, an overwhelming favorite with 
the public. He did not finish in the 
money and his bad riding was so 
evident, (he was an apprentice 
jockev, not an expert in the gentle 
att of pulling a horse) at the 
jugges summoned him into the stand. 
He promptly admitted having pulled 
ithe horse, but claimed not to be ac- 

quainted with the men who had 
ade it worth his while to lose the 
race, 

Thia ig one Instance out of many 
which Baron de Rothschild says will 
kill racing in France unless the gov- 
ernment takes stern measures for 
the suppression of bookmaking in 
Paris.

If 
you were at the head of big busi- 
ness, and desired to fire an old and 
trusted employee, wouldn't you think 
it important as to just hew this 
should be done? And wouldn't the 
old and trusted employee want to 
be careful to set a good example 
to all the other boys around the 
plant, so that in case anything hap- 
pened to them they would know just 
how to act?

MOSQUITO LORE. | 


Three Kinds but Only One it ts Saki 
ts Dangerous. 


Thie shall be a scientific state- 
ment concerning mosquiteces, right 
out of tne big books. They are 
numeroue hereabout, the me-quiltces, 
and annoying to those who frequent 
the water courses and the swampy 
places, so it is well that we at least 
be on speaking terms with them and 
understand their characteristics “as 
well as the lay mind can understand 
guch things. 

In the first place, we are assured 
that there are three kinds of moe- 
yuitoes that trouble mankind. Bvt 
only one kind is really dangerous in 
this section of the world, and that ts 
the streaked fellow who i:oculates 
us at times with melaria. Not so 
much now as formerly, for there are 
tewer of these malaria-bearing mos- 
quitoes ond fewer cases of malaria 
for them to work upon. 

The malaria mosquito is known as 
the Anopheles. Only the female 
doe any harm. She has a habit ef 
poking her bill into the flesh of a 
person suffering from malaria and 
then visiting somebody else and do- 
ing the same thing, thus inoculating 
the second person with the discase 
affecting the first person. The 
Anopheles is a night worker, and is 
seldom seen in the daytime. 

The most common member of the 
moequito family in the United States 
is the Aedes. it is a day worker, 
although it continues its ravages un- 
It car- 
ries yellow fever in warm climates, 
but in this region is comparatively 
harmless because there is no yellow 
fever around here. Should we ever 
have an epidemic of yellow fever, 
however, we would have to look out 
for the Aedes. 

Then, there is the Culex, the sone 
bird of the mosquito family, a day 
and evening worker, and a yoracious 
fecder. lis bite ig the most painful, 
but it carries no disease. It is the 
female of the species that causes al! 
the woe to mankind. Just how the 
male manages to live without biting 
people, the big books do not state, 
but we are assured that the plumage 
of the male is much more magnili- 
cent than that of the female. 

Mosquitoes are’ wiggle-tails before 
they are mosquitoes. That is, the 
tirst stage of the mosquito is the 
wiggle-tail, so frequently seen in 
quiet pools of water. If there were 
no water for the wiggle-taile to 
thrive in, there would be no mos- 
quitoes—and that is the point. If we 
should destroy all breeding places 
about the home—ihe tin vans half 
filled with water and the rain bar- 
rels and so on. there would be no 
mosquitoes to disturb us here in th 
eity.—(Cvlumbus Dispatch.

OPINIONS OF HIS OWN. 


KRASSIN DOES NOT BELIEVE 
LN EVERYTHING BOSS 
LENINE DOES, 


[A. P. POREIGN CORRESPONDENCE 

LONDON, July 10.—Leonid Boriso- 
vitch Krassin, wha came into the 
public’s attention when he came to’ 
London this summer as head of 4 
commission to negotiate the reopen- 
ing of trade relations between Soviet 
Russia and the outside world, has 
been one of the’ few moderates to 
be given a place of responsibility 
in the soviet governmental machin- 
ery and has been characterized as 
a “Bourgeois Bolshevist.” For en- 
gaging in a students’ demonstration, 
Krassin was from the 
Petrograd Technological Institute. 

Subseequentiy he engaged in a 
number of plots against the Czarist 
regime, but continued to advance 
in his profession, that of an elec- 
trical engineer. 

Following the Bolshevist coup of 
October, 1917, Krassin was offered 
“a seat in the Minisiry which he 
declined, as he thought Lenine’s ad- 
Venture too risky and his theories 
too sweeping. 

But his relations with Lenine 
were cordial, and he accompanied 
Lenine and Trotzky when they went 
to Brest-Litovsk to negotiate the 
treaty with Germany. When it be- 
came apparent that the Bolshevist 
government would last, Krassin 
threw in his lot with it and became 
Commissary of Food in the Red 
army. 

A “Bourgeots Bolsheviet,”’ Kraasin 
is said to have little or no belief 
in the theories and aims of the 
soviet government. For the time 
at least, however, he was convinced 
that nothing was to be gained by 
resistance to the control of the 
workers. To him the nationaliza-

What chance 
has a small dog to keep his bone 
when he meets a hungry big dog 
who has no bone? What measure 
of obedience is given to laws of 
purely human origin the infraction 
of which invades no personal rights 
of another? What man returning 
from a visit to Cuba or Mexico 
thinks it really wrong to smuggle 
a box of cigars?

The world will little heed the 
words of those who sneer at a fu- 
ture existence.

and Colfax roads only a few have 


VERY UNUSUAL 


] travelled over the easier and 
Silver Lake Road. to 
Fred W. Pabst who made the trip 

over the road last week in a Cadillac 
this is almost a high gear road to 
the eastern side of the range. The 
Don Lee advertising chief took a car 
from San Francisco to the eastern 
side of the Carson Grade without 
goipg into the intermediate gear for 
more than a mile altogether on the 
entire trip. Not only are the grades 
easy but the road from Jackson over 
the mountains is in very fine condi- 
tion with practically no rough places 
and little dust. 


ONE OF THE WORST. 

As a contrast to this easy trip into 
the higher mountains there is a road 
from the foot of Carson Pass to Blue 
Lakes, which is one of the hardest 


and most difficult in the entire west. 
The fact that only 10 per cent of 
the cars that attempt it succeed gives 
. better idea of what kind of grades 

re to be surmounted to reach these 


benmeifat lakes. The cars that get 
up the worst pitch on the low gear 
without Bucking can be counted on 


the fingers of one hand, so say Pid 


natives. 

The run is thirty-five miles over 
the Carson Pass from Silver Lake. 
At the entranee to Hope Valley the 
road turns sharply to the right off 
the road to Woodfords and climbs 
the grade and drops down into Faith 
Valley. There is another climb and 
the motorist findg himself in beauti- 
ful Charity Valley. The roads are 
not only very steep in places, but 
many of the grades are slippery and 


full of rocks. 
NOT ADVISABLE. 


Few cars make this side trip and 


it ie not advisable unless you have 
confidence in your driving and your 
car has power and stamina. The 
Cadillac carried five people over the 
rades, but it was a hard pull on the 
ow even for the Cadillac. 

There are no such grades over the 
Jackseun-Silver Lake Road. This is 
the old emigrant trail and as the 
road is in good condition it makés 
a fine optional route to Lake 
Tahoe. From Stockton to Meyers via 
Sacramento and Piacerville the dis-

The storage battery. which is re- 


| sponsible for the starting and light- 


ing of your car, although one of its 
most important accessories, is often 
the most neglected. People do not 
realize that it is a complicated 
apparatus and entirely dependent 
upon chemical action and reaction 
for its usefulness and do not give it 
the proper amount of care and at- 
tention necessary to give a long and 
faithful service to its owner. 

“Most battery troubles are the re- 
sult of a lack of proper battery edu- 
cation,” said A. J. Tobey of the 
Western Auto Electric Corporation, 
local distributors of the Willard bat- 
teries. “If every car owner Was as 
familiar with his battery as he is 
with his engine and other parts of 
his car. the battery would have a 
much longer life.

tells the story of our treatment of the Indians. 

When we found them first, the Indians of California 
were a happy people. They were shiftless, but they 
were happy; and that’s the main thing-—to be happy. 
And they were a happy people for many years after the 
white man came; they were happy while they were un. 


der the kindly care of the Mission fathers, But, after 


that—after the missions were confiscated and broken 
up and robbed—-the story of our treatment of the In. 
dians is a story of horror and shame. 

The American white man in California in the early 
days paid his Indian laborers in brandy every Saturday 
night, put him in jail for being drunk, and thea made 
him go back to work again to slave out his fine. After 
the harvests were gathered, they drove the Indians into 
the wildernesses, where they starved by the thousand. 

At Nomecult Valley during the winter of 1859, a 
whole community of peaceable Indians were slaugh. 
tered by white men merely to get rid of them. They 
did it in open daylight, and the Indians were weak and 
harmless and defenseless. They shot down Indian 
women with suckling babes at their breasts and killed 
and maimed the naked children. About the same time 
at Humboldt white men went to an Indian camp during 


- the night and shot all the men, women and children of 
“the camp while they were asleep, cutting the throats 


of those who did not immediately die from the ganshot . 


wounds. ‘ 

The officials of the State of California encouraged the 
citizens of the State to murder the Indians. A great 
big book could ‘be with ‘historical instances of this 
nature.

[| SUNRISE HYMN. | 


N THE fifth chapter of the book “Ramona” 

is a description of the morning hour at 
the Camulos Rancho and of the charming 
custom of the old Spanish households of 


California whereby they set the keynote of

the day. 

The author there says: “It was a beautl- 
ful custom, not yet wholly abandoned. At 
the first dawn of light, the oldest member of 
the family arose and began singing some 


- hymn familiar to the household. It was the 
. duty of each person héaring it to immediately 


arise, or at least sit up in bed and join in 
the singing. In a few minutes the whole 
family would be singing, the joyous sounds 
pouring out from the house like the music 
of the birds in the fields at dawn. The 
hymns were usually invocations to the vir- 
gin or to the saint of the day and the melo- 
dies were sweet and simple."' At the mo 
ment of the story. Father Salvierderra was 
visiting at the Camulos hacienda during the 
sheep shearing time. At the first red ray 
across the meadow, he flung up his south 
window and leaning out began the hymn: 
“O Beautiful Queen, Princess of Heaven,” 
and before he had finished the second line, a 
half dozen voices joined in—the senora at 
the west end of the veranda—Felipe from 
the adjoining room—Ramona from hers next 
— Margarita and the maids in the west wings 
of the house. Then as the melody swelled, 
the canaries, finches and linnets from the 
tules under the roof tiles where hundreds of 
them had made their nests, added their 
notes and then the men, Juan and a dozen 
more, walking up from the sheep fold took 


up the strain till the whole place thrilled 


with the joyous benison. 
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There is hardly a sweeter, purer, more deé- 
licious incident in all modern literature than 
this description of the Sunrise Hymn. 


It is a refined joy to read that Chapter V

Camulos—which is but two hours drive from 
Los Angeles. The recurring question to 
every such reader and visitor is: Why not a 
Sunrise Hymn at our home?

‘OT drinks were denounced as causes of. 
serious stomach diseases, by Dr. L 
a Los Angeles surgeon, in a 
paper read in the siifrgical section of the 
National Osteopathic Convention in Chicago. 


He said: 


“Many people take drinks so hot that they * 
cannot bear them in their mouths. The 4 
stomach has fewer sensory nerve endings 
than people suppose, and therefore the hot 
drinks may burn without causing great pain, 
but the reaction on the mucous membrane {ene 
is likely to be very detrimental. When hot 
drinks strike the stomach they are thrown 
immediately against the orifice opening into 
the intestine and also the tissues near by 
and inflammatory process Js set up. 

“The taking of condiments which ‘placed 
on the skin would produce marked Irritation, 
when placed in the stomach are brought into 
close contact with the delicate mucous mem- 
brane of the outlet and thereby produce irri- 
tation. Also the swallowing of very harsh *%v"F*o" 
and improperly masticated foods may pro 
duce some irritation when they are forced ge,, 


through the exit of the stomach.” 


Dr. Brigham is quite right. Constant use 
of hot foods and drinks and of condiments 
is one of the proximate causes of cancer of 
the stomach. Very coid drinks are bad also. 
Think of hot coffee and iced water at the 


same meal. 


Then, however, Dr. Brigham gave this bad 


advice: 


“A smal] quantity of food at frequent in- 
tervals is better than overeating at any one 


time.” 


This is not true. Frequent feeding is only 
another form of irritating the stomach. Eat- . 
ing too often does more harm than. eating 
too much. The stomach never gets a rest. 
It is better to eat two pounds once a day 
than to eat half a pound four times a day.

OLLOWING its from George od «fr 
White, M.D., of Los Angeles: - 

“Night before last a physician army of- 
ficer called in fo see me. He showed me 
his credentials, showing that he was a 
member of the A.M.A. and had been for 
twenty-five years. He is a graduate of 
Johns Hopkins University, and said he had 
been in the government service ever since 
he was graduated. He said the only treat- 
ment he had ever received was at the hands 
of employed physicians. 

“During the war he was in the service 
overseas,and in times of ‘peace’ he was 
stationed wherever the government sent 
him. He is a total physical wreck, and I 
think beyond human aid. : 

“He said he knew of my work and had 
known of it for years but like many others 
of his own clique, he had scorned it until 
he saw that everything the organized medi- 
cal staff did worked for ill rather than for 
good, in his behalf. 

“He said he knew nothing about dietetics, 
was taught nothing about dietetics tn col- 
lege, and had never met a government physi- 
clan who knew anyvthing-about dietetics. 
He said the general advice given by all 
government physicians is; ‘Hat anything 
‘you please, only don’t eat too mach.”

He 
said his own confreres wanted him.to be

mind to die as he was—with a prostate all 
punched to pieces by passing metal cathe 
ters throngh, and a stomach so dilated that 
he is not able to take food, and a bladder 
so inflamed that he cannot hold his urine, 
and has to wear a receptacié ajl the time. 

“He said he would be court-martialed and 
die behind prison bars if it were known 
what he told me, but as he was soon going 
to die anyway, he was determined to kive 
me thie information as he passed through.

OUND VALLEY lies at the southeast 


base of the mountain, at an altitude of 


about 8500 feet. Beyond here there is well 
up toward a half-mile of vertical height to 
the top of the mountain which is moetly 
overcome in one stiff climb, although the 
grade is not abnormally steep. There is 
a delightful camping place at the upper vend 
of Round Valley, with running water 
throughout the season.

We 
broke through occasionally where some 
rock or pine branch had weakened the sup- 
port below. We soon learned that it was 
best to shun the trees and boulders. Some 
of our party who followed us a couple of 
hours later found the going very soft and 
fatiguing, and arrived at the top with limp 
boots and wet feet. 


Our visit to the peak on June 13 was its 


second ascent for the season, a party of 
three having been there two days before. 

I made the trip once early in September 
and found no snow anywhere on the way, 
nor at the top, although there was still 
some tying'in an inaccessible gulch in 
Snow Creek Canyon on the north side of 
the peak. 

San Jacinto runs up to a real peak—quite 


tn contrast with San Antonio and San Gor- 


gonio, in each of which é¢ases the highest 
point is only the gradual culmination of a 
ridge. The top is a tumbled mass of huge 
granite blocks, over whiich you have to 
scramble and pull yovrself up in order to 
reach the highest point. One of the largest 
blocks of all stands high above the others, 
and upon this the cairn is built. | 

Standing on the top.the impression frre- 
sistibly comes to one that the peak is the 
result of tremendous lateral and upward 
pressure exerted simultaneously and con- 
centrated upon this one spot. Of course, in 
a measure this is what really did take 
place. But when we study the situation 
more closely, we can see that much of the 
abruptnese has come from weathering. and 
erosion. On the north side, for instance, 
the canyon of Snow Creek has been cut 
back until it presents a sheer wall of a 
thousand feet or more immediately beneath 
the peak. 

While th eview fro mthe summit of San 
Jacinto is extensive and impressive, it ap 
peals to you less forcibly than you had ex- 
pected it would, and you wonder why. The 
real reason is that it suffers by comparison 
with what you have seen from the lookout 
station at Hidden Lake. From the top, in- 
tervening ridges shut out a view of the 
nearby parts of the desert, and what you 
see in that direction is mostly distant and 
hazy. To the south and west, too, the view 
is not so very satisfying, because the lower- 
lying ridges of the San Jacinto group drop 
away one after another wiihout much 
variety, while further away no commanding 
mountains rise to break the sky-line. 

But when you give your attention to the 
northward, you have no cause for disap- 
pointment. San Gorgonio Pass seeme al- 
most perpendicularly beneath where you 
stand, and from your feet Snow Creek Can- 
yon drops to it so steeply as to seemingly 
almost stand on end. Where this canyon 
widens and flattens to meet the Pass, a 


slender, winding black line wanders down . 


through it. It is a line of forest trees bor- 
dering Snow Creek, but from your’ lofty 
perch it takes a field glass to tell you so. 


From no other point have I been 
so impressed with his bulk and majesty.

ether the female. The latter the botanist 
calls diecious, or “in two houses.” 


Examples of these three dispositions of 
sex common to Southern California are 
most easily studied in trees. Among those 
with perfect flowers (or both sexes in one 
flower) are our wild cherry, Christmas 
berry, laure] or bay, and the barberries.

For dry, hot hillsides, the south sides 
of buildings, and where there is a dearth 
of water supply, geraniums have few 
equals and no superior; but around the 
house and on any side, save the south, 
begonias are-much to be preferred. Very 
few plants of the garden rival the begonias 
in beauty throughout the year. Given par- 
tial shade and an abundance of water dur- 
ing the hotter weather, and they never fall 
to please. Of late years, begonias of all 
classes have undergone. great improvement 
in many ways, until the modern or 
is truly a thing of beauty and a joy for 
twelve months of the year.

Disease Affecting the Comb. | 

H. R. B, Santa Ana, writes ts this de 
partment, asking Information on a disease 
affecting the combs of his fowl It first 
shows: itself in tiny spots, which gradually 
spread until the entire comb is covered 
with a whitish scale. A> asks the cause 
and a remedy. 

The birds are troubl:d with Favus, a él» 
ease of the skin caused »y a fungus called 
the Achorion honleinii. It generally be 
gins on the cotmb or watt'es as small whit- 
ish spots, increasing in number, enlarging 
and extending until earty the whole surface 
of skin is covered by 3 thick scaly crust, ° 
beneath which are signs of inflammation. 
As it advances the feathers on affected 
parts become erect, dry and brittle, and 
finally drop off. Isolate sick birds. Disin- 
fect places where they have been. Jreat 
in early stages with mixture of carbolic 
acid and soft soap, one to twenty, applied 
daily; later use 2 per cent corrosive sub 
limate solution er ‘tincture of todine.

Characteristics of Laying Hens 


With the advent.of the moulting period 
and the segregation of the unprofitable 
from the flock (coupled with feed costs) the 
importance of high average production ts of 
prime importance. Much has elready been 
printed in these columne on the importance 
of close tulling, because the dividing line 
between profit and loss will be closely 
drawn during the next few months. In his 
monthly report for June to the members of 
the Poultry Producers of Central California, 
Manager J. H. Barber gives some Valuable 
suggestions along these lines, from which 
we quote the following salient paragraphs: 
“a hen narrow between the legs and ab- 
domina] lines straight back from the Segs, 
giving her a squeezed-in appearance from 
behind, is seldom a heavy producer. She is 
built on meat lines. Look for a long keel, 
apparentiy lengthened by a full breast filled 
out square with the keel by a good full crop. 
In such a hen the abdomen, while not bag-/ 
ging down much, will be well distended, 
showing egg capacity. 

“A hen with legs well apart, full) breasted, 
with well-developed abdomen, indicates 
stamina and vigor. If she has a bright eye, 
red, healthy looking comb and head ad- 
juncts, and has that alert carriage, coupled 
with the other characteristics mentioned, | 
she is pretty surely a profitable hen. 

“Keep for laying the hens which niolt 
latest. 

“Visit the hen house at night, while the 
birds are on the roost, and examine the 
crops. Hens with full croys may be relied 
upon to be heavy layers. 

“While good layers always molt late, a 
late molter with yellow in her ear lobes in 
October is not @ good layer. ’ 

“The happy, contented, singing hen is 
found in congental environment. Such hens 
not only are in the best of health, but they

“In testing by the pelvic bones. the latter 
should be wide apart and pliable to denote 
a good layer. There should be activity, 
alertness and pose to the male. His gen- 
eral conformation and characteristics should 
be the same as the hen'’s. In the male the 
pelvic bones should be of the same confor- 
mation as the female’s, in regard to width 
and pliableness. The sire has a greater in- 
fluence on the progeny than has the dam.” 

During extremes in weather—cold or hot 
—hens are not so active, and the laying is 
light rather than heavy. Hens that are not 
doing good laying accumulate too much tat. 

As the laying season draws to a close 
about siolting time, hens are apt to ‘ay on 
fat. There is practically no danger of a 
hen accumulating too much fat while she is

COVER CROP PAID. 


Paul, to whem goes the record for the 
most notable crop of spudg yet reported, 
around Van Nuys, worked with a plot of 
ground consisting of ten acres set to young 
walnut trees. The land was in beans 
in 1919, and after the harvesting of 
this soil-building crop the land was planted 
to Melilotus by being sown broadcast at 
the rate of fifteen to twenty pounds the 
acre. This was dene October 1, after 
which the ground was double harrowed 
and furrowed out with a bean cultivator, 
the furrows for irrigation being twelve to 
fifteen inches apart. The water was turned 
on at once and allowed to run until it . 
spread across the narrow borders. This 
irrigation sprouted the seed and started the 
Melilotus to growing in time to catch the 
early fall rains, making possible a big 
growth to plow under in time for the spring 
planting of potatces. 

In the event of insufficient rainfall the 
Whitsetts had planned to irrigate the cover 
crop when needed so that the Melilotus

does not pay for its keep. Bud selection 
has not developed anything better than the 
original Tibbetts trees, nor is it likely to do 
so. We wish the possibilities along this line 
were more favorable, for we certainly need 
@ more Vigorous navel, and a sweeter Va- 
lencla. The data at hand, however, do not 
justify any such rosy expectations. 

Bud selection, however, if assidously pra- 
ticed will maintain our standard varieties 
and preserve them as they originally came to 
us. And this is important. The original 
Tibbetts trees are high yielding and produce 
a fruit of most excellent quality. If all our 
trees were identical to them, many of our 
at present unprofitable orchards would at 
once show handsome returns. Top-working 
drone trees, indicated by performance 
records, will remedy this condition and. of 
recourse, no yOung trees should be planted 
save those propagated from buds taken 
from the highest yielding and best quality 
fruit trees. No single practice will probably 
pay larger returns than the elimination of 
non-producing and non-profitable trees by 


. budding to selected buds. 


The true function of bud selection then 
is the preservation of our standard citrus 
ivarieties and the improvement of our or- 
'chards through weeding out the drone trees 
and substituting for them high producing 
trees of our best strains. That such is the 
case is attested to by the following quota 
tions from eminent authorities:

Mr. Rounds has two tractors, one of the 
wheel, the other of the crawler type, and he 
finds both suited to certain kinds of work. 
He t the “crawler” two years ago, and 
it is still doing good work. The wheel type 
tractor he purchased this*spring, and, with 
the exception of a burnt bearing in the mo- 
tor In May, it bas required no repair. 

“Every Imperial Valley farmer will find 
that dust and dirty water are responsible 
for most of his tractor troubles,” says Mr. 
Rounds. “Some farmers use ditch water, 
full of silt, for their radiators. This is a 
great mistake, as the silt clogs up the tubes, 
and hinders the radiation of the heat, which 
is vitally important in this country in sum | 
mer. And this is a dusty country, too, and 
dust gives more trouble here than on the 
coast. Therefore, the tractor, to be a 3uc- 
cess here, must be equipped with proper 
air-cleaning attachments to the carburetor. 
One of my machines has a water air clean- 
er, and the other has a felt and water air 
purifier. and they both work wel] when } We 
cleaned often enough.

KEEPS HIM IN VALLEY. 


In the Heber district, T. O. Grimsby has 
an eighty-acre field of cotton and thirty 
acres of milo maize. He rents forty acres, 
besides, to Japanese, who grow canta 
loupes. He has one tractor of fifteen horse- 
power on the drawbar, and he states that 
without thig machine he would- quit ranch. 
ing in Imeprial Valley, because, to be suc- 
cessful in conducting a cotton and milo 
ranch, one must rémain in the valley durine 
the greater part of the summer, and this he 
would not do without the help of his good 
machine... 
Mr. Grimsby recently hitched up bis trac- 
tor to a disabled cantaloupe truck which 
was unable 
leading to his ranch. The way the machine 
walked away with the heavy load of “cants” 
was an eye-opener to the neighboring 
ranchers, some of which had not been con- 
verted to the tractor idea. The Japanese 
who leased the field immediately wanted to 
change his hauling methods from trucks to 
tractors and trailers, but his marketing as- 
sociation induced him to stick to the trucks. 
‘mn this they were supported by Mr. Grims- 
by. Who believes that the best use of the 
tractor is In field work, and that the truck 
ts best for hauling. 
This farmer’s tractor cultivates eight 
acres of cotton in a seven-hour day. Mr. 
Grimsby cultivates his cotton, which is of 
the Egyptian variety, every ten days, about 
three days after each irrigation. He draws 
two cultivators. which are usually used 
with horses, thus doing double the work of 
a team of animals. 

Mr. Grimsby, too, lays up his tractor in 
the middie of the day, to give his men a 
needed rest. They are glad to hop up on 
the seat of the tractor at 6 o'clock in the 
morning, lay off at about 10:30 and put in 
the rest of the day in the late afternoon. 
Tractor drivers are paid $110 per month and 
board during the summer by Mr. Grimsby. 
His tractor demonstrated its power to pull 
itself out of a mud hole one day in June. In 
the lower part of the cotton fleld the water 
sometimes stands for a week after irriga- 
| thon, and into this soft earth the wheels of 
. the machine sank to a depth of over a foot. 
The driver was unable to move the ma- 
chine. It had evidently become mired. It 
had no wide cleats or lugs, and could get no 
traction, and every revolution of the wheels 
sent it a little deeper. Mr. Grimsby says 
he simply unhitched the cultivator, got up 
on the seat, threw her “wide open,” and out 
_ ghe came, throwing mud at a great rate. He 

then put on wide lugs, and had no more 

trouble of the sort afterward. 

Mr. Grimsby has been one of the greatest 
boosters for tractors in his section and he 
is trying to convince the obstinate that the 
tractor saves men and animals, and greatly 

_ lightens the task of growing cotton and milo 
and alfalfa in the hot summer.
